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TECH IN THE MAKING 


UR SCHOOL proves the old adage, “Mighty oaks from little acorns 
grow.” Tech is really a very young school, even though its rapid progress 


and well-organized system would make it seem as old as the Rock of 


Gibraltar. 
Tech was a part of the old Central until 1901, when the necessity for a separate 


manual training school gave us the new institution. 

The original building extended as far south as the Book Exchange, and as far east 
as Room 112. In 1908 the first addition, consisting of the assembly hall and the south 
stairway, was completed. In 1909 the part beyond the south stairway was constructed. 
The Rhode Island Avenue side to Marion Street was finished in 1911, and the mold 
shop south of the school was completed in 1919. 

However, the present equipment does not provide for a gymnasium, athletic and 
drill fields, a first-class auditorium, or sufficient class room space. In 1922, Mr. Daniel 
appointed a committee composed of faculty members, with Mr. Mattern for its chairman. 
It is called the ‘Greater Tech Committee,” and its duty is to strive for better condi- 
tions for the school. As a result, a site has been purchased at Second and T Streets 
Northeast, and $2,250,000 has been appropriated by Congress for building the new 
school, which will be known as the “McKinley Technical High School.” 

Tech was organized and has remained primarily a technical high school, although 
a very thorough and complete academic course may be obtained. Its shops are as 
varied and as well equipped as any in the country. There are excellent courses offered 
in English, the languages, mathematics, history, civics, and economics. The arts and 
sciences also afford splendid opportunity for special work. The merits of our school 
and its courses are demonstrated by the high rating of our students in advanced 
institutions. 

We play as well as work, thereby carrying out the modern idea of “sport educa- 
tion.” We are trained in executive efficiency through our student government plan, the 
only one of its kind in our city. Our name has been made famous at home and abroad 
by our well-trained athletic teams and cadet regiments. Nowhere is there a better 
school orchestra than we have at Tech, nor are we less proud of our social service 
organization, publicity committee, publication staffs, and many worth while clubs, all 
of which strive to uphold Tech’s high standards. 

The secret of Tech’s success is its wonderful spirit, which is recognized and admired 
by all local high schools. So long as this spirit prevails, we will be inspired to high and 
noble achievements. May the “Tech Spirit” never be broken. : 


MR. DANIEL 


R. DANIEL, our principal, is eminently qualified for the position he holds 
because of his familiarity with the Washington High School system. He 
acquired this primarily from his attendance at Central, from which he 

graduated in 1897. 

While at Central, he was quite prominent in cadet work, as he won a Captaincy in 
his third year, and capped the climax with the Colonelcy in his fourth year. 

From Central, he attended Dickenson College in Carlisle, Pa., where he graduated 
a wearer of the Phi Beta Kappa key. He received his Master of Arts degree in 1902. 

Before becoming our principal he taught mathematics at Eastern; then when trans- 
ferred to Tech he continued that work along with physics and chemistry. 

He succeeded Mr. Myers as principal of Tech in 1911. Since that time he has 
done everything in his power to make Tech the foremost District high school, for which 


he truly deserves the love, admiration, and appreciation which the student body holds 
for him. 
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MR. WOODWARD 


R. WOODWARD, our assistant principal and companion, so to speak, is 
OLA a real Techite. If actions alone did not prove this, facts would; for he 

is an owner of the coveted “Circle T,” which, of course, needs no 
explanation. Mr. Woodward graduated from the Washington High School in 1892 
and later from the George Washington University with a Bachelor of Science degree. 
He was a teacher in the Washington graded schools from 1907 to 1912. From 1912 
until he joined us in 1920 as our assistant principal, he was the “pilot” of the Small- 
wood-Bowen Vocational School. He is truly Mr. Daniel’s “right hand man” and the 
friend of each and every student at Tech.
